fover was to be feared until whole hosts of them 
again assembled as the result of afresh infection.

Individuala can. be largely 
protected by a scrupulons use of mosquito-nots, 
mozquite-houses, or -mozquito-proof houses. 
Punkabs aod mosquito-traps ore useful. In- 
fected individuals should be carefully isoluted 
under curtains. Quinine is preventive in 
daily doses of sufficient strength, as well as 


curative, The ‘treatment of the natives of a | 


country ‘by quinine on an extensive scale wil} 
do much towards keeping it down. As regards 
the treatmont of the individnal. patient, that | 
would -require ateoture to itself, but the facts 
given will supply general indications which 
may enable one to-remnin free frcm malaria.
